They 
listened with great unction to the read- 
Ing of an out-and-out free silver plat- 
form, and had Lhe pleasure of listening 
to

speeches. His statement that the sll- • 
vei' question 
was 
a. sectional Issue 


brought Senator Jones to his feet with 
the remark that Tlllman's views mis- 
represented the south. 
Hill's speech, 


about which there was great Interest, 
proved to be an appeal for a compromise, 
though he told Lhe silver men that he 
would not follow such revolutionary 
Heps as called 
for by the platform. 


Vllas made a good sound money speech, 
which was treated with derision by the 
delegates, v/ho took that opportunity to 
SO to lunch. William E. Russell made 
a strong speech, pointing out the dan- 
gers of the step about to be taken. 
Bryan made o speech, and the conven- 
tion went wild over him, an attempt 
bi'lng made to stampede the convention 
to him. 


The night session furnished, all the 


preliminary Incidents of the most dra- 
matic act ol the convention. It was by 
long odds the most spectacular, for as 
the hands oC the clock were creeping 
on toward the appointed hour of S, when 
the president was making way to be- 
gin, the seats were filled with the big- 
gest crowd that has yet secured admis- 
sion, I'o i 
1 the first time filling the galler- 


ies. Three brass bands clamored away 
upon patriotic melodies, and the state 
delegations entering were cheered, while 
the familiar face of each leader ivas 
given an ovation of his own. 


Delegates, officials, reporters and mes- 


sengers were rushing madly about the 
aisles, some of the latter waving mes- 
sages above their heads. 
Rumors of 


deals 
and 
combinations were being 


handed everywhere, 
throwing panics 


into the camps of favorite sons; mana- 
gers of booms were rallying their forces, 
deploying 
skirmishers 
and 
sending 


emissaries into hostile camps, while 
knots of conferring delegates had their 
heads together In corners. The news 
spread quickly that the New York dele- 
gation had decided to hold aloof from' the 
voting, because i:hey would take no ac- 
tion based on tho platform which had 
been adopted. This move threw into 
chaos some of the combinations and esti- 
mates, and no one knew just what its 
effect might be on the field of candidates, 
particularly as the New- Yorkers were 
making arguments to influence the other 
eastern states to stand with them. Many 
rumors clustered about Young Bryan 
of Nebraska, whose afternoon speech 
had carried him into a formidable posi- 
tion in the field, and won for him par- 
tisans who seemed to be doing active 
work. 


It was S:32 before the act ing chairman, 


Mr. Kichardson, rapped lone and loud, 
and then, falling to bring order out o? 
the confused murmur of many voices, 
the shuttle of feet and the shouting oC 
order by the subordinates, appealed to 
the 
crowds to "respect the gavel." 


Kergeant-at-Arms Martin called loudly 
to his aids to restore order and clear the 
Disles. It took five minutes to secure a 
semblance of order. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas gained 


recognition, and moved that the conven- 
tion proceed to the nomination of a 
candidate for President of the United 
States. It was carried with a roar, the 
galleries adding; a round of applause in 
recognition of the actual opening; of the 
contest. 
Chairman 
Richardson 
an- 


nounced that, by agreement, the roll 
of states would be called tor the presen- 
tation of candidates. Alabama was first 
to be called, and the chairman announced, 
that the state would pass for the present. 
Arkansas came next. 


"Arkansas yields to Senator Vest of 


Missouri," shouted Senator Jones, and 
there was a wave of applause from the 
Bland adherents. Senator Vest's first 
mention of the name OL Bland brought 
out a short demonstration. Mr. Vest 
delivered an earnest speech in behalf of 
Bland. 
The senator's closing woods' 


were the .signal for another Bland dem- 
onstration, this time long, loud and en- 
thusiastic. A banner bearing the face 
of "Silver Dick" was hoisted in the mid- 
dle aisle. The convention rose en masse, 
men cheered and waved hats and hand- 
kerchiefs. The Bland banner was car- 
ried down to the platform, circling 
tround the delegates. 
Prom every 


Quarter of the hall Bland banners made 
their appearance, some bearing his pic- 
ture, others 16 to 1, and others voicing 
the "invincible and irrepressible" sen- 
timents of the Missouri candidate. 


Meanwhile the wild clamor continued. 


One man far up among- the spectators 
turned an umbrella inside out and waved 
it madly. The bearers of banners and 
transparencies formed in twos and tours 
and circled the hall. To add to the great 
volume of sound, both bands played 
simultaneous!}'. 


It was U minutes before Chairman 


Richardson attempted to check the dem- 
onstration. 


Governor Overmeyer of Kansas began 


to make the seconding speech under dif- 
ficulties, for a small riot was stirring in 
front of the platform when he swept 
his right arm across the arena. When 
iiuiet was restored, he made his speech. 


The tributes to silver were shrilly re- 


ceived, as were the references to Ickle- 
heimer and Morgan, and the resounding 
ihout was "Bland! Bland: Bland!" ivlth 
which the oration was rounded out. 


Another seconding speech was made 
by iOv-Conjrressman John R. Williams 
of Illinois, who said that he had served 
four years on the coinage committed of 
the ho;:se of representatives with the 
Missouri statesman, "and paid homage to 
his honesty, intelligence and fidelity. 


Comlne from an Illinois man. the dele- 


sates thought they saw a reference to 
Vice President Stevenson In the ad- 
juration not to nominate a man whose 
breathless silonco on this burning Ques- 
tion, needed explanation, and "Teller" 
was whispered wrhen the speaker said 
that no Republican words of his candi- 
date would rise up in the campaign to 
dampen the enthusiasm of Democrats. 


Another Bland cheer was attempted 


after this speech, but the delegates were 
too tired to shout. 


With the close of Mr. Williams' speech 


the roll was resumed. On the call of 
California, the chairman, W. W. Fcote, 


•WILLIAM J. BRATS. 


announced that the 18 votes of that state 
were instructed for Senator Stephen M. 
"White, but under the positive request 
of Mr. White his name would not be 
presented. 


Ex-Governor Waller of Connecticut 


announced that the Connecticut delega- 
tion was in conference and desired to be 
passed for the present. 


Ex-Senator Walsh spoke when Georgia 


was called, announcing that the dele- 
gation h'ad selected Colonel H. T. Lewis 
to nominate the man for whom Georgia 
would vote. No one knew who Mr. Lewis 
Intended to name, and the elements o£ 
uncertainty clouding his purpose, gave 
him a close heading. 
"He needs no 


speech to recommend him to this con- 
vention," said ilr. Lewis',1 and "Bryan" 
was announced. 
The words exploded 


another mine of the same fiery.sort, 
\vhich the Ncbraskan had Inflamed with 
his own oratory a few hours before. 
Three or four state delegations were on 
their chairs leading the cheer with the 
lungs of scattering delegates from other 
states abetting him. Nebraska seemed 
to furnish the galleries with a hero, for 
they were making the great chorus of 
(he noise. 


The blue banner, with the placard 


"William J. Bryan club of Nebraska, 
lli to 1," emblazoned In silver letters, 
was lifted above Nebraska's seats. The 
standards of Georgia, North Carolina, 
Louisiana, Michigan and South Dakota 
rallied all around the blue and silver j 
emblem, and then the standard bearers 
started a march around the pit.

For nat- 
ural eloquence he has few equals in the- 
west and no superiors, and ns a scholar he 
is finished.

proverbial, and ho has a passionate fond- 
ness for all that is beautiful, especially 
children. 
Ho has some c? his own, ar.d 


romps with them like the smaller brother. 
He i* a rare child of nature. He will live 
nowhere but on ijie frontier of civilization 
and would rather live in a cottage on -the 
bluak prairie within slfiht of the Indian's 
tepee than aljide In the Alhambra and en- 
joy the society of the proud sons and la- 
dies of Spain. 


In the practice ol mwhe is clso eccentric. 


He never prosecutes, but always defends. 
And a fee is the last thing he thinks of. It 
docs not make any difference whether, a 
man in trouble lu:s .money or not he can 
always get Temple Houston to defend him. 


He was chosen to deliver the oration at 


the dedication of the new capital of Texas 
und was also chosen to deliver an oration 
at the Tennessee centennial. His-father 
was <ino of tho cnrJy governors of that 
state. 


Although a remarkably fine 
looking 


man, ho is so free from vanity that he has.

There were cries for a vote, but the 
chairman put the question, and after 
spectators, as well as delegates, yelled 
"Yes!" yes!" and "No!" no!" declared 
the convention adjourned.

Mra. Palmer Sura Its Fair Will Be a Sei>- 


llca of Oura. 


"Over In Paris the people -who have the 


coming World's fair in charge are copying 
to a large extent the ideas set by the build- 
ers of our own Columbian exposition,'1 
said Mrs Potter Palmer at the family resi- 
dence in the Lake Shore drive in Chicago, 
ilr. and Mrs. Palmer had arrived a few 
hours before from a two months' jaunt 
abroad. 


"The central feature of the big fair," 


Mrs. Palmer continued, "will be the 
grouping of buildings along the banks of 
the Seine. It is th'e Idea to have the vari- 
ous kind of water oraft in evidence and to 
have the bridges made artistic by elaborate 
illumination. Hero the French arc copying 
our lake, lagoon and cacal effects, only 
they have the narrow Seine instead of our 
Lake.-.

At 8 o'clock 
the Prince of We-lea, captain genera.! 
and colonnl oC the Honorable Artillery 
company, arrived. He wore evening 
dress, with "the ribbon and star, and en- 
tered attended by two equerries. Lord 
Colvllle of Culross, immediately pre- 
sented Colonel Walker, who In turn pre- 
sented Colonel Hedges, General Collins 
and Mr. -Ba.ya.rd, who all shook hands 
with the prince.

At the conclusion of the dinner, Colonel 


Walker arose and proposed a toast to 
the queen. This toast was honored, and 
the Prince of Wales arose and proposed 
a toast to the President of the United 
States- This toast was honored with 
three cheers, led by the Prince of Wales. 


Colonel .Walker next toasted the Prince 


and Princess of Wales, and the rest of 
the royal family. In his speech -he said 
that with the name of the Prince of ! 
Wales, he .would give them also that of i 
h;?r whoso name was honored wherever 
manhood honored grace, purity, dignity 
and beauty; the Princess of Wales. 


The Prince of Wales was again 


cheered upon rising, and -he said: 
"Colonel Walker has proposed this toast 
In most kind and felicitous terms. I as- 
sure you.-'that J most .deeply appreciate 
the way in which he has given, and you 
have received it. From tonight, the 
post I occupy will be' doubly dear to 
me. as I shall feel that I am always as- 
sociated with our American brothers, 
and shall consider that we all belong to 
one corps. It is my privilege tonight to 
return the compliment proposed by 
Colonel Walker, In asking my own corps 
and all the distinguished visitors I see 
here to drink, most cordially and heart- 
iiy with me, to the health of the Ancient 
and Honorable Artillery company of 
Massachusetts."

The Duke of. Connaught responded to 


a toast to the united services of the 
mother country. The Marquis of Lans-

He is as gentle as a school- 
girl and as bravo as a lion. 


He was tried for murder with Jack Love, 


a noted frontier chanuitcr. 
Nobody-want- 


ed to try him, bufc he demanded it for the 
sako of being vindicated. 
He lulled Ed 


JemUugB, u fellow lawyer, and one of a 
frimlly uotcdfor ability to use a gun. They 
were in a lawsuit at Woodward, O. T., and 
Rome hot words passed between them dur- 
ing tho trlul of the wise. At night Temple 
Houston and his friend Jack Love, who 
wus then sheriff of tlio county, went Into 
the Cabinet saloon. 
The Jennings broth- 


ers, Ed and John, followed thorn and ro- 
Tiutvud the quarrel of the courtroom. 
Pin- 


tols were drawn, and at tho first flre Ed 
Jennings foil dead, for Houston was an 
unerring shot. Jack Love was taking care 
of John Jennings nil this time, and they 
I;ad a duel back 'in a corner of tho saloon 
all by themselves. "\Vhen Houston had Ed 
Jennings dead, ho was charged by John 
Jennings with being a coward. This touch- 
ed tlio peculiar and characteristic nature of 
tho "senator," and tlirowing down his 
Colt's revolver he tore his shirt opon and 
put. his bare broast to tho muzzle of John 
Jennings' revolver. 


"If you think I am a coward, nerve your 


arm nLd shoot me through tho heart in the 
pruscnco of tho brother that fell by my 
hand," said tho senator. 


John Jennings might have done BO In 


another moment, but Jack Lovo saw tho 
situation and the danger of Houston, and 
ho put a- bullet through the arm of John 
Jenninga, and tlio revolver that was held 
ovur tho heart of Houston foil to the floor. 
Another shot from Lavo put out the Lamp, 
and John Jenninga fled. "When the lamp 
was lit again, tho .magnificent frame of 
Houston stood over the body of the man ho 
had killed, and those who saw him said 
that his tragical attitude will linger for- 
ever in their minds. They say Booth could 
not have equaled ic and Shakespeare could 
not havo exaggerated it if he ccnild Imva 
done the scene justice. The jury acfiuitted 
him Inside of ton minutes. 


"Temple/1 said the Hon. Edgar Jones of 


the supreme court of Oklahoma, writing 
to your correspondent, "is one of 
oho 


grandest personalities in tho western coun- 
try. 
He is as profound in law as a Bacon, 


as polished as a Chesterfield and aa brave 
as a Davy Crockett." 


Judge Jones does not exaggerate the 


truth. Houston is a genins. He is a man 
of commanding presence, of gigantic stat- 
uro. 
But he, will not wear suspenders. 


Were It not for this fact he would bo of 
elegant appearance. His auburn hair is 
lonp and curls over bis collar and over his 
forehead. 
He wears a sombrero hat, and 


hi9 tiny feet ore always Incased in high 
heel boot3. His feet ara YCTV comfmtablo 
in a No. 5 boot, and he can wfau a 
lady's glove. 
Although but 40 yeora of 


age, bis hospitality has an antique flavor. 
It is a cock fight or a horse race with him 
from the welcoming of the coming guest 
to tho speeding of the parting one. He is' 
ns modest as a blu.sbir.g maiden, as cour- 
ageous as a knight and ag poetic as a lover 
of the time of cho troubadours. 
For nat- 


ural eloquence he has few equals in the 
west nnd no superiors, and as a scholar he 
is finished. His courtesy to the fair sex is 
proverbial, and ho has n passionate fond- 
ness for all that la beautiful, especially 
children, 
He has some of his own, and 


romps with them like- the smaller brother. 
He is n rare child of nature. He vrill live 
nowhere but on the frontier of civilization 
and would rather live lu a cottage on the 
bleak prairie wUhin sight oE tho'Indian!a 
tepee than abido in the Alhambra and en- 
joy the socloty of tbe proud sons and la- 
dies of Spain. 


In tbe practice of law he is also eccentric. 


He never prosecutes, but always defends. 
And a fee is the last thing he thinks of. It 
docs noc innko any difference whether a 
man in crouble has .money or not he can 
always get TismpleHouston to deford him. 


Ho was chosen to deliver the oration at 


the dedication of the new capitol of Texas 
and was also chosen to deliver an oration 
at the Tennessee centennial. His father 
was ono of tbe oarly governors of thai; 
suite. 


Although a remarkably fluo looking 


man, he is so free from vanity that he has 
never had a photograph of himself takjsn, 
uncl probably never will—voluntarily. His 
presence in Chicago ;will doubtless stimu- 
late the kodak liunGs, and it will afford 
them u fine opportunity to practice their 
art.—Chicago Tribune.

Bland and Bryan are the Leaders- 


Bryan is Rapidly Gaming—Hon. 
George Fred Williams for Vice- 
President—He 
Made Another 


Speech Yesterday. 


Chicago, July 10.—Yeiterday vis a 


(real Jay for the silver men, They 
listened with great unction to the read- 
ing of an out-and-out free silver plat- 
form, and had tho pleasure o£ listening 
to

npoccheg. HJs statement tha.t the sil- 
ver 
quagtion 
was a sectional Issue 


brought Stiiaator Jones to his feet -with 
<he remark that Tlllman's" views mis- 
repreuented the south. 
Hill's speech, 


about which there was great Interest, 
proved to be an appeal for a compromise, 
though h.e told the silver men that ha 
would riot follow Buch revolutionary 
• taps aa called 
for by the platform. 


Vllas made a good nound money spec-ch, 
vblch waa treated with darlslon by the 
delegates, n-ho cook that opportunity to 
go to lunch. William E. Russell made 


' a strong spsech. pointing out the dan- 


gers of tbe step about to be taken. 
Bryan ma.de, a speech, and the conven- 
tion went wltd oVor him, an attempt 
teJng mads to stampede tha convention 
to him. 


The night session furnished all the 


preliminary Incidents of the most dra- 
matic act of the convention. It was by 
loni: odds the moat spactacular, for as 
the hands of the clock were creeping 
on toward tho appointed hour of 8. when 
the president was making way to be- 
gin, the seats were flllod with the blg- 
p?3t crowd that haa yet secured admis- 
sion, for the first time filling the fuller- 
ing. Three brass bands clamored away 
upon patriotic melodies, and the atate 
delegations anvirlng were cheered, while 
the familiar face of oaoh leader waa 
Klven an ovation of his own. 


Delegates, officials, reporters and mes- 


sengers were rushing madly about the 
aisles, some of tiie latter waving mts- 
KHSrs above their heads'. 
Rumors of 


deals and 
combinations were being 


handed everywhere. IJirowlnj panics 
into the camps of favorite sons; mana- 
gers of booms were rallying their forces, 
deploying 
skirmishers 
and 
sending 


emissaries into hostile camps, while 
knots of conferring delegates had their 
n.eads together in corners. The news 
spread quickly that the New York dele- 
gation had decided to hold aloof from the 
voting, because they would take no ac- 
tion based on the platform which had 
been adopted. This move threw Into 
chaos some of the combinations and esti- 
mates, and no one knew Just what its 
effect might be on the field of candidates, 
particularly as the New Yorkers were 
making arguments to influence the-other 
eastern states to stand with them. Many 
rumors clustered about Young Bryan 
of Nebraska, whose afternoon speech 
had carried him Into n. formidable posi- 
tion in the Held, and won for him par- 
tisans who seemed to be doing active 
work. 


It was 8:32 before the acting chairman, 


Mr. Richardson, rapped long and loud, 
find then, falling to bring order out of 
the confused murmur ot many voices, 
the shuttle of feet and the shouting of 
order by the subordinates, appealed to 
the 
crowds to "respect the gavol." 


Sergeant-at-Armo Martin called loudly 
to his aids to restore order and clear the 
Blsles. It took five minutes to secures 
•emblance of order. 


Senator Jones of Arkansas gained 


recognition, and moved that the conven- 
tion proceed to the nomination of a 
candidate for President of the. United 
States! It was carried with a roar, the 
galleries adding a round ot applause in 
recognition of the actual opening of the 
contest. 
Chairman 
Richardson 
an- 


nounced that, by agreement, the roll 
o£ states would be called for the presen- 
tation of candidates. Alabama was first 
to be called, and the chairman announced 
that the state would pass Cor tbe present. 
Arkansas came next. 


"Arkansas yields to Senator Vest of 


Missouri," shouted Senator Jones, and 
there was a wave of applause from the 
Kland adherents. Senator Vest's first 
mention of the name of Biaad brought 
out a short demonstration. Mr. Vest 
delivered an earnest speech in behalf of 
Bland. 
Thci senator's closing words 


•were the signal for another Bland dem- 
onstration, Lhle time long, loud and en- 
thusiastic. 
A banner bearing the face 


of "Silver Dick" was hoisted In the mid- 
dle aisle. The convention rose en masse, 
men cheered and waved hats and hand- 
kerchiefs. The Bland banner was car- 
ried down to the platform, circling 
(round 
the 
delegates. 
Prom every 


Quarter of the hall Bland banners mads 
their appearance, some bearing his pic- 
ture, others 16 to 1, and others voicing 
the "invincible and Irrepressible" sen- 
liments of the Missouri candidate. 


Meanwhile the wild clamor continued. 


One man tor up among the spectators 
turned an umbrella Inside out and waved 
It madly. The bearers of banners and 
transparencies formed In twos and fours 
and circled the hail. To add to the great 
volume of sound.-both bands played 
simultaneously. • 
~- . 


. It was H minutes before Chairman 
Richardson attempted to check the dem- 
onstration. 


Governor Overmeyer of Kansas began 


to make tha seconding speech under dif- 
ficulties.'for a small riot was stirring In 
front of the platform when he swept 
his right arm across •'.he arena. When 
quiet was restored, h.; made his speech 


The tributes to silver were shrilly re- 


;elved, as were the references to Ickle- 
hsimer and Morgan, and ihe resounding 
shout was "Bland! Blond! Bland!" with 
which the oration was rounded out. 


Another seconding speech was made 
br sx-Congressman John R. Williams 
.if Illinois, who said that he had served 
I'our years on the coinage committee of 
•".-.(.• house of representatives with the 
-Missouri statesman, and paid homage to 
iTs honesty, Intelllcence and fidelity.

gates thought they saw a reference to 
Vice President Stevenson In the ad^ 
duration not'to nominate a man -whose 
breathless silence on tills burning ques- 
tion, needed explanation, and "Teller" 
was whispered w h e n ' t h e speaker said 
that no Republican words of his candi- 
date would rise up in the campaign to 
dampen the enthusiasm of Democrats. 


Another Blind cheer was attempted 


alter this speech, but the delegates were 
too tired to shout. 


With the close of Mr. Williams' speech 


the roll was resumed. On the call of 
California, iha chairman, W. W. Foote, 


•WILLIAM J. BRA.VH. 


announced that the IS votes of that state 
were instructed for Senator Stephen M. 
White, but under the positive request 
of Mr. White his name would not be 
presented. 


Ex-Governor Waller of Connecticut 


announced that the Connecticut delega- 
tion \vas In oonferbnce and desired to be 
passed for the present. 


Ex-Senator \\~alsb spoke when Georgia 


was called, announcing that the dele- 
gation had selected Colonel H. T. Lewis 
to nominate the man for whom Georgia 
would vote. No one knew who Mr. Lewis 
intended to name, and the elements of 
uncertainty cloud!:iB his purpose, gave 
him a close hcairlng. 
"He needs no 


speech to recommend him to this con- 
vention," said Mr. Lewis, and "Bryan" 
was announced. 
The words exploded 


another mine of the same flery sort, 
which the Nebraskan had inflamed with 
his own oratory a few hours before. 
Three or four slate delegations were on 
their chairs leading the cheer with the 
lungs of scattering delegates from other 
states abetting- him. 'Nebraska seemed 
tu furnish the galleries with a hero, tot 
they were making- the great chorus of 
tbe noise. 


The blue banner, with the placard 


""William J.-Bryan club of Nebraska, 
16 to 1," emblazoned In silver letters, 
was lifted above Nebraska's seats. The 
standards of Georgia, North Carolina, 
Louisiana, Michigan and South Dakota 
rallied all around the blue and. silver 
emblem, and then the standard bearers 
started a march around the pit. Some 
of the California and Virginia delegates 
pounced upon their emblems, intending 
to follow the procession, but their col-

leagues resisted the attach, and ',hey 
gave it up. Two bands intensified the 
din, and a foghorn was blown with tre- 
mendous wall up under the roof. When 
order was partially restored, W. C. Clutz 
of North Carolina, a, young orator of 
strong voice, took the platform in be- 
half of "that young giant of the west, 
that champion of the lowly, William J. 
Bryan of Nebraska." 
. He was followed by George Fred Will- 
lams of Massachusetts, who seconded 
the nomination of Bryan. "We want a 
young giant out of the loins of the giant 
republic," was the first stirring sentence 
which warmed theblood of the galleries, 
"We want no Napoleon to march toja 
throne under the canopy of a republic," 
awoke a howl at the expense of the Re- 
publican candidate, and "a new'CIcero 
to meet the new Catallnes," was recog- 
nized as an apt comparison. 


Thomas J. Kernan, on behalf of Louis- 


ana, seconded the nomination In astronjr 
speech. In the course of his speech he 
made an earnest plea to ^he gold dele- 
gates to stand by the creed adopted. It 
did not mean reyolutidril but restoration. 


The galleries became impatient and. 


howled f,or th£ name of his candidate. 
'•I have the respectful attention of the 
delegates," he shouted defiantly, "and I 
care no more for the.Jeers of the gal- 
leries than :I do' lor the expressions of 
Repu oilcans." Eut at laat. when ha 


named "the silver-tongued orator from 
Nebraska, William.J. Bryan," the gal- 
leries were'appeased, and Indulged In 
another demonstration. 
When Indiana was called, Senator 


Turple made his -way to the stage, and 
placed "In nomination the choice of the 
HooBler state. Governor Matthews.'Sen- 
aLor Turpie suffers 
from palsy, and 


though a most effective speaker In the 
•enate, his voice was Inadequate in such 
a vast halL 
Besides, he'.spoke from 


manuscript. 


The galleries grew r/olsy, and he could 


hardly We heard. 
To add to the other 


rnfartunater circumstances, fireworks 
were being -fired outildc the coliseum, 
und Ihewe explosives added to the dis- 
turbances. 
To Etlll further add to the 


confusion, many people had been ad- 
mitted without any sort of credentials. 
They overflowed from the galleries into 
the pit, and crowded along the side 
aisles. It was estimated that fully 25,- 
000 people were In the building, and 
rothlng could be heard'above the in- 
describable hum of su many voices. In 
vain Chairman Richardson cried for or- 
dar. In vain the police and the as- 
sistant sergeant-at-arms charged the 
aisles. The great crowd would neither 
budge or be quiet. When, at last, Sen- 
ator Turple mentioned the name of the 
Indiana candidate, the Hoosler delega- 
tion mounted their chairs and cheered, 
A few tinhorns sounded from the1 gal- 
leries, and here and there a flag was 
waved, 
but 
the 
demonstration waa 


brief. 
The noise continued, and the 


chairman of the Indiana delegation was 
to enraged that he moved that the con- 
vention adjourn. 
Another' 'indignant 


Delegate asked that the galleries be 
(eared, but when the sergeant-at-arms 
-threatened to clear them, the galleries 
only hooted. 


Then the sergeant-at-arms held an- 


other threat over the spectators. 
He 


announced that unless the galleries pre- 


i served order the next session would be 


j held behind closed doors, and no one 
would be admitted. This threat seemed 
to bring the thousands of ticket-holders 
to a.realizing sense ot the fact that they 
were In the convention by 
suffrancs. 


A few more Indignant protests from ex- 
Eenator 'Martin of Kansas and others, 
and a final v:ord of admonition from 
Chairman Richardson, sufficed to ef- 
fectively silence the crowds. 


There was comparative- quiet when 


Oscar A. Trlppct 'of California arose to 
second the nomination of Governor Mat- 
thews. 
Delegate Frederick White of 


Iowa placed Horace Boies In nomina- 
tion. Mr;. Wblte, who looked like a plain 
fni-mer,'proved to be a forcible speaker. 
\B Mr. White began to speak a Boies 
banner was held alo't by ttte Iowa dele- 
gate. He produced a laugh when he- said 
that there would be no sensational per- 
formances on the political trapeze whlla 


j Horace Boles was In the White House. 


White was given an attentive hearing- 
there was no demonstration1 until he 
concluded. 
The Boies delegates arose 


and cheered, but the galleries appeared 
cold. To a young woman In the south 
terrace belonged the honor of forcing a 
demonstration, second only lo that which 
followed the nomination of Bland. She 
v/as 
dressed 
In simple white. 
She 


mounted a chair and began : waving a 
flig frantically to and fro. For fully a 
minute 
she was 
unobserved. 
Then 


someone noticed her. eyes began to turn 
In her direction. She continued to wave 
the fla£ with a rythmic motion,- crying 
as she did so, "Boles, Boles, Boies." The 
ilolegatos got on their chairs, the gal- 
leries began to cheer, arid In another 
minute the coliseum was aflame. 
As 


the demonstration grew, all eyes cen- 
tered on the- young woman. Boies' ban- 
ner, 
which was carried trom the pit up 


the terrace to where the striking figure 
stood, like a second Joan of Arc, urging 
on the nomination of Iowa's favorite 
son.

The staff of the banner was placed in 


her hands, and she swung it to and fro, 
while the galleries yelled. 
Once she 


sank back, exhausted by her efforts, and 
the din was subsiding.
